{This newsletter column is the letter the Juneau legislative delegation sent to the 
governor May 5 asking her to reconsider her acceptance of the disaster cabinet's 
recommendation to not declare the catastrophic Snettisham avalanche event a disaster. The 
governor has not yet responded. Nor has she responded to two previous requests for 
consideration of a disaster declaration from members of the Juneau legislative 
delegation. )

Dear Gov. Palin: 



Your press office has issued a statement noting you agree with the recommendation 
from the disaster cabinet that the Snettisham avalanche power emergency falls short of 
qualifying for a disaster. We ask that you reconsider that decision after you receive the 
disaster cabinet's written findings. 

This request is predicated upon three concerns: 

1. the disaster cabinet decision limit s the definition of a disaster too narrowly and 
your acceptance of the cabinet's decision precludes you from exercising the sarae latitudes 
exercised by your predecessors; 

2. the disaster cabinet decision presupposes decisions not yet made by federal 
agencies and limits the ways the Alaska congressional delegation can work with federal 
agencies that actually may be able to assist Juneau residents; and 

3. any decision to accept the disaster cabinet recommendation, without written 
findings that outline the criteria used by the disaster cabinet and the areas in which the 
City and Borough of Juneau application fell short, seems preraature. 

First, we believe the disaster cabinet erred by defining a disaster too narrowly. You 
are very familiar, given your long association with the Bristol Bay fishery, with the July 
18, 1997, state disaster declaration premised on the Bristol Bay salmon run collapse. 
Governor Tony Knowles declared a disaster based on a temporary economic setback for 
certain classes of Bristol Bay residents. His disaster declaration provided state economic 
assistance totaling more than $2 million to fish harvesters, crewmembers, cannery workers, 
and subsistence fish harvesters who faced economic hardship following the natural disaster 
in the Bay. 

The disaster cabinet leader appears to have used another comparable to explain the 
disaster cabinet's failure to recommend you declare the Snettisham avalanche aftermath a 
disaster. Several press reports quote General Campbell citing a January 1, 2005, disaster 
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declaration for the village of Kaktovik. He explains Juneau's situation is not as dire 
because the utility that provides hydroelectric power has diesel backup capacity so there 
are no life or safety implications. 

The general 's sole use of the Kaktovik comparable ignores other disaster declarations 
with a broader definition of disaster, including any disaster based on economic hardship. 
Gov. Knowles' Bristol Bay decision based on economic impacts — allowed in statute then and 
now — rested on the understanding that statutes allow an important, and broader, disaster 
definition. That definition is not so narrow as the example put forth by the disaster 
cabinet suggests. 

Gov. Knowles, with his Bristol Bay declaration, clearly understood the implications 
of economic hardship (so, we believe, do you given your intervention in the Mat Maid 
situation predicated on economic setbacks for a smaller group of Alaskans). In fact, Gov. 
Knowles built upon his 1997 Bristol Bay disaster declaration with a 1998 Western Alaska 
fish disaster declaration that provided more than $6 million in state assistance and 
helped secure another $18 million from federal agencies. 

To finish this point, we believe acceptance of the disaster cabinet recommendation 
limits your powers to assist economically stressed Juneau residents and that limitation 
not only leaves economically stressed residents here without assistance but constrains 
decisions you or your successors may need to make in the future. You have the same power 
to assist and mitigate economic hardships caused by the Snettisham avalanche that Gov. 
Knowles had in 1997 and 1998 in Bristol Bay and Western Alaska. The guestions simply are: 
whether you wish to use that power; and, if not, whether departure from precedent set in 
Bristol Bay and Western Alaska limits future options for you and future governors. 

Our concerns about limiting federal assistance are more straightforward. Failure to 
declare a state disaster, even though economic hardship disasters have been invoked by 
your predecessor, limits our congressional delegation» s ability to engage the assistance 
of the federal government. In a discussion with General Campbell the day he announced the 
disaster cabinet recommendation, he said indlcations from the Federal Emergency Management 
Agency (FEMA) led him to believe that the Snettisham situation would not meet guideiines 
used by federal agencies. 

With all due respect, we believe the most important Communications with federal 
agencies, including FEMA, will be the ones initiated by our congressional delegation 
following a state disaster declaration. Any conversation by any member of your disaster 
cabinet that ends without a definitive and written denial by federal policy makers takes 
our congressional delegation completely out of the picture. 

We note here that both Sens. Ted Stevens and Lisa Murkowski expressed concern with 
your disaster cabinet 's recommendation. 

Finally, we don't yet know the criteria applied by the disaster cabinet in its 
consideration of the Snettisham avalanche application. In a conversation with General 
Campbell shortly after the disaster cabinet recommendation was announced and just an hour 
or so before your press office noted you accepted the cabinet 's recommendation, he noted 
the written recommendation from the disaster cabinet to you would not be complete for at 
least two days. He made that point after he was asked to outline the criteria used by your 
disaster cabinet and to point out where the City and Borough of Juneau request fell short. 

We understand his reluctance to respond to a reguest from a legislator for written 
criteria before the written priteria are provided to you. But if the written finding 
outlining the criteria used (or not used) was not going to be available to you for two 
daya, we urge you to simply note that your decision to accept the recommendation was 
preliminary and subject to change after your analysis. of any written report so your final 
judgment could more fully be based upon the criteria used and your understanding of 
precedent— especially the Bristol Bay and Western Alaska disaster declarations. 

Governor, we appreciate your consideration of the points raised in this letter. 
Enclosed are two previous letters from members of the Juneau legislative delegation about 
the Snettisham avalanche consequences that have not yet been responded to by any member of 
your office. 

In conclusion, we invite you to meet with folks in Juneau about the hardships many 
Juneau residents face before you finalize your decision based on the written report from 
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the disaster cabinet. We can facilitate meetings with the United Way, Catholic Community 
Services, St. Vincent de Paul, the AWARE shelter, the Juneau Economic Development Council, 
the mayor and assembly, Alaska Electric Light and Power, or any other person or entity you 
may wish to discuss the issue with. 

We can also arrange a fly-by of the avalanche that forced AEL&P to shift to diesel- 
generated power, pushing electric rates far higher than any other community in the state 
pays and tipping many of our neighbors into economic distress. If this doesn't fit your 
schedule, we would be happy to do the same for Lt. Gov. Sean Parnell, your chief of staff, 
or any other designee.

«L e0 — adN wrote an editorial today re: continued work and expenditure on Juneau Rd. There 
needs to be clarification on my position there, which I thought we expressed to interested 
lawmakers two weeks ago — the letter explained that the Corps had not permitted it, and 
there were many hurdles it seemed before the possibility of permitting... so I don't know 
what 'continued work' is that ADN is writing about. Is there money in the budget for the 
more Juneau rd planning? If there is, I need to know where it is, how much, etc. The rd is 
not a priority for our admin, esp knowing the Corps may not even permit it. 



"I* m not clear on what the ADN refers to re: cont work on the project, except for the fact 
we're waiting for the Corps to tell us whether it is even permittable. If it is, THEN 
policy decisions are made regarding spending any more money on this project or not. What 
money is being spent today, before we even know of the Corps' decision? My understanding 
is we're NOT spending money on the project at this time, that it's essentially at a stand- 
still until the Corps does its thing with its evaluation. Thanks" 



The commissioner forwarded the governor's email to Malcolm Menzies and his email (sent at 
11:20 a. m. Sunday) read: "Read this over and call frank and 1. This is the first time I 
have heard this from the governor. Leo"

the Senate Transportation Committee whose district also encompasses the region in which 
the road could be built) ; 2) the Frank referred to in the commissioner 1 s email is, 
presumably, Frank Richards, a DOTPF deputy commissioner; and 3) we have asked the 
commissioner for a copy of Mr. Menzies response.

1. EPA RESZSTS PRESSURE FOR EXTRA WASTE-TO-ETHANOL RFS 
CREDITS 

The renewable fuels and solid waste fndustry are sald to be concerned wlth 
EPA reluctance to offer addltfonal credits for developing waste-to-ethanol 
and other sources that exceed the greenhouse gas (GHG) reductfon goats of 
the recent energy law's renewable fuet Standard (RFS). The Industry may 
ask Congress to fntervene by passlng legfslatfon granting more credits to 
developers of very low carbon fuels. Presldent Bush in December slgned the 
energy law requiring the production of 36 bflllon gallons of renewable fuels 
by 2022, wfth 21 bllllon gallons to come from advanced bfofuel or other 
than com-based, such as fuel from garbage. An EPA abstract acknowfedges 
that MSW Is a plenttful feedstock and the fuel made from thls source could 
reallze signlflcant GHG reductfons in comparison to other biofuels. It States 
that 77% of the 251 mlllion tons generated annualiy could be used to make 
blofuel, an energy equlvalent to 10.7 bllllon gallons of gasollne. Other 
beneUts are numerous: MSW Is generated near populadon centers, so it 
would not need to be transported very far, its use as a fuel source would 
not require land-use changes as does corn, and keeplng It out of landfills 
avofds methane released during decompositJon. Although there are 
currently no commercial scale facilitles that tum garbage Into blofuel, 
numerous companles are movlng ahead wlth plans for faclllty

2. EPA REGION 5 CHIEF RESIGNS AFTER DISPUTE 

The head of the US EPA's Mldwest Office (Region 5) has reslgned over a 
dlspute wlth agency leadership Involvlng enforcement actions agalnst Dow 
Chemical Co. Mary Gade, whose departure Is the latest in a string of publlc 
confllcts within the agency, is a former corporate attorney and Bush 
campalgn advlser, who sald that she had been forced to resign. The conftlct 
appears to stem from falled negotiations between her offlce and Dow 
Chemical over cleanup actions related to dloxln contamination in the 
Ttttabawassee Rlver system. John Musser, a Dow Chemical spokesman, said 
that Ms. Gade's offlce asked Dow "to do things that were not conslstent wlth 
national guidellnes or national policy." Dow took its case to Washington 
where it argued unfalr treatment by the local offlce. EPA dlrector Stephen 
Johnson has been under fire by congressional democrats for overrullng staff 
in disputes such as denylng California permission to regulate greenhouse- 
gas emlsslons from automobiles, or even toformally declare greenhouse-gas 
emisslons a threat to public welfare, a legal prerequisite to thelr regulation. 



3. PLAN TO FORGE E-WASTE BILL STALL5 WITH RESIGNATION 
OF KEY PROPONENT 

A bfpartisan ptan to forge a national policy for electronlc waste that would 
require EPA to ban land-disposal of the waste has stalled after its ctilef 
proponent, Rep. Albert Wynn (D-MD), resigned his chairmanship of a key 
House environmental subcommittee last month. The plan as detailed In a 
concept paper had already drawn crltlcism from EPA, states, industry and 
environmental groups. It now appears that it wlll take a year or more to for 
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an e-waste bill to pass Congress. A number of States have enacted their 
own programs for dealing with e-waste. The e-waste plan was meant to 
meld the disjointed patchwork of state measures Into a consistent federal 
program. The concept paper calls for amendlng the Resource Conservatlon 
& Recovery Act to Include a subatle to cover e-waste, advocates banning 
land disposal of e-waste, seeks EPA oversight for minimum standards for 
state programs and requlres greater notlflcation and consent for the export

4. CHICAGO DUMPS CONTROVERSIAL BLUE BAG PROGRAM 

The City of Chicago wlll end Its controverslal blue bag recycllng program In 
favor of blue cart system slmllar to that whlch has been deployed in many 
other clties. The clty had already been abandonfng the program, 
implemented in 1995, whlch falled to galn tractlon and was marred in 
controversy. The city will dlstribute carts to another 92,000 households this 
year, bringfng service to nearly a third of the 600,000 homes In the city and 
add 140,000 more homes per year from 2009 through 2011. Under the blue 
bag program, resldents had been asked to place recyclables In plastic bags 
. that were eomingted with regular trash and then sorted later at recycllng 
facillties. The dty clalmed a 25% diverslon rate aithough studies showed 
that few resldents actually used the blue bags resufting In an actual 
diverslon rate closer to 8%. The city had also begun allowlng much of 
Chicago's residenttal waste to bypass the expenslve sorUng centers built 
expressly for the blue bag program. Especially, since polltlcally connected

5. WASTEQUIP MAY CLOSE SOME OPERATIONS AS IT 
5TREAMLINES 

Waste handling equipment manufacturer Wastequlp has deployed a 
restructuring lnitiattve that wlll Involve the closure of some productlon 
facillties. Under the guise of creating a "greener" company, the Intentfon is 
to Improve effidendes through streamllne operations and fmproved 
customer support. The company has made dozens of acqulsitlons In recent 
years and then was ftself acqufred by a prfvate equlty fund In late 2006. The 
company now operates 35 manufacturing plants but has not disdosed how 
many of those wlll be closed. Management said that It expects to have a

6. CRRA A5H LANDFILL PLAN IN TROUBLE 

The Connectlcut state senate has unanlmously passed a blll that barrs the 
Connectlcut Resources Recovery Authorlty (CRRA) from bullding a 
despareatiy needed ash landfill near the town of FrankJin. If passed by the 
House, It wlll throw years of plans by the agency to replace Its Hartford 
landfill, already slated for closure thls year, with much needed space for ash 
resldue from the state's bum plants.

On a personal note, while you've said the initial reaction to your son's diagnosis of 
Down's was a disappointment, I believe everything happens for a reason. I think that your 
family situation raises a perfect opportunity to address the disabled support services 
industry that is currently as the Department of Labor says is an "industry in crisis." 

SpeaJcing personally, the lack of health care, vacation or sick leave, seldom pay raises, 
or other benefits for caregivers of the disabled is only the beginning. 

I had a incident about two years ago with a client of mine, where during an episode he 
struck me with an open hand, rupturing my eardrum, and I was forced to have surgery to 
repair it. At the time I worked with him 7 days a week, 4 hours a day, but he was also my 
roommate. Because of this my work comp for the surgery was denied because the insurance 
company said I was not blanketed by work comp 24/7. And with no insurance from my 
employer, I was left with a $8,000 bill for the surgery. 

This type of issue is not uncommon, and some caregivers have even been killed by clients. 
My own opinion is that if you want to answer your critics like the ones on the adn message 
board, you should face this issue head on and work to bring stability to our industry that 
Trig will likely need support from.

Litigation has been underway in federal court regarding the National Environmental 
Protection Act (NEPA) and other federal law issues such as the Bald Eagle Act for over a 
year. A decision by the federal district court in this case is likely in about 3-4 
months.

• The Parks and Recreation Department estimates that Anchorage is 16-22 fields short to 
meet demand. 

• Several hundred kids have been tumed away from local soccer programs in the last two+ 
years because of a lack of fields for them to play on.

The City has 
two police officers and there's one tribal officer. The tribal officer is apparently the 
one who made contact with him at the Alaska Native Justice Conference. Potentially, he 
could be asked to carry out the banishment . If I understood Walt correctly, it sounds 
like this officer is uncomfortable about this dispute. 



I spoke with the school principal yesterday — and he said he had not heard anything about 
plans to enforce the banishment, but he did ejtpress support for the Police Chief, Aaron 
Parker — and appreciates how well he's worked with the school. The school is about a mile 
and a half a way from the main part of town, so if there is a conflict, it should be out 
of harm's way. 



DCRA's specialist Ralph Andrews, who is based in Dillingham, says his contacts have told 
him they haven't heard much discussion about the banishment in the village. 



Hopefully this will not get any momentum and fizzle. 



I did pass on some background information about this controversy to Sharon Leighow and 
Rosanne Hughes, just in case there are problems and they need to respond to media 
inguiries. I told them that Walt and Talis would be the main sources for information.
